Managers of New York on their resolution to exclude Editor 
Metcalfe from their theatres. ‘To begin with it is very doubtful if 
they can enforce their resolution or that any measure they can legally 
take will prove effective in keeping Mr. Metcalfe from viewing the 
plays they produce if he is minded to go and see them. If the 
Restaurants of New York may not decline to serve a negro in 
search of food, it is doubtful if a theatrical manager is entitled 
to refuse dramatic food to a hungry critic. In the second place 
we regard their act of retaliation as foolish, since by making a 
martyr of Mr. Metcalfe, they dignify his utterances without gaining 
any compensating advantage for themselves.

us to be a wrong one and his methods of attack not justified 
by the occasion.

Ifa critic discovers 
in these particular cases a falling away 
from standards it is his duty to say so 
whether the culprit is in the Trust or across 
the street from the Trust. Such criticism 
should be welcomed even by the person —“==— - = 
criticised. But the indiscriminate belaboring ; 
of a set of men engaged in the theatrical business, whatever they 
may do, because they are on this or that side of an arbitrarily fixed 
commercial line is wrong, and to that extent we think Mr. Metcalfe 
has offended.

AN IMPERIAL MANIFESTO. 
ON THE OCCASION OF THE CZAREVITCH CUTTING His INITIAL TOOTH 
(Special Despatch to Puck.) 


. PETERSBURG, Jan. 23.—The Czarevitch cut his first 
tooth to-day, which so delighted ‘his royal father 
that he hastened to his bombproof manifestory 
and issued another address to the Russian people. 
It. was as follows: 


“My beloved subjects —In accordance with the 
revered will of our crowned predecessor, who un- 
fortunately deceased before he could carry out 
his cherished plans to free the Russian people, we have decided to 
grant a few more reforms compatible with our divine autocracy 
and our time-honored methods of populating the mines of Siberia.

“ Another reform which we have in mind is the substitution of 
a more humane punishment for nihilists and other persons that 
introduce discord into public and state life. It is our royal intention 
to recommend the use of boiling oil, or something equally humane. 
But this great reform must wait until the Czarevitch cuts another 
tooth.
